IRON HA^L TROUBLES. 


What Has the Order Gained by Having- 


a Receiver, 


Ind., Sept. 30. — The 


hearing- of the various petitions for the 
dissolution of the Iron Hall receiver- 
ship was begun yesterday in superior 
court No. 1. R. O. Hawkins filed a 
g-eneral denial to the complaint for the 
removal of the receiver, and asked that 
the case might have a speedy heading. 
He also stated to the court that the re- 
port of the receiver would be ready 
and would be presented to the court 
on Thursday morning. In addressing1 
the court on behalf of the order D. W. 
Howe said: 


"Soraerby was charged with having 


lodged the funds of the order on de- 
mand in a bank of which he was di- 
rector. After a year we find that the 
receiver has placed $700,000 in a btfhk 
of which he is a-targe stockholder, and 
of which his bondsmen own 60 per 
cent, of the stock. It was charged 
that Somcrby had managed to have 
hiraselt allowed $10,000; now we find 
that the receiver has managed to pet 
himself allowed a like amount. One 
of the worst thing's charged against 
Somerby was that he had tried to keep 
his allowances secret from the public. 
I am not going to speak of the 
way in which the receiver obtained 
his allowance. That is a matter of 
which I shall say more hereafter. The 
extravagance of the supremers was one 
of the hardest points against them. 
What of the extravajjancijj^of the re- 
ceiver with his 910,000 allowance and 
the attorneys with their 915,000; and 
now we learn that there has been 
$7,500 additional allowed of which no 
one haa been informed. One of the 
moat significant features of this whole 
case is, that there haa been nothing 
filed by the receiver in this case B.ncc 
October 8, but we know that in the 
aggregate he must have received for 
the order at least $15,000. There is 
not a line in the records of the court 
to show what are the expenditures. 
We must have authority to see the 
books and documents of the order so 
that the members may know the con- 
dition of affairs. 
We do not know all 


thut has been spent. 


Kr, Hawkins and Mr. Harris replied 


to I$r. Howe. The court then made a 
statement declaring that it was high 
time the receivership were settled one 
way or the other. He further said he 
would endeavor to have the interest 
on the funds support the receivership. 
The matter will come up again Thurs- 
day, when Mr. Howe will ask the court 
to determine which, if any, of the su- 
premo sittings shall represent the or- 
der.

FELL INTO A TRAP. 


A Daring Plot to Bob an Express 


Train 


FRUSTRATED B? ARMED OFFICIALS. 


A Desperate Fight in Which Two of the 


Robber* Fall Dead in Their Tracks 


and the Balance of the Gang 


•re Captured. 


ST. JOSBPH, Mo., Sept SO.—The train- 


robbing industry received a decided 
setback yesterday. Two men dead and 
four in jail is the result of a plan which 
miscarried because there were traitors 
in the camp. 


The robbers expected to make a rich 


haul of money, as the regular express 
usually curried from $50,000 to »100,000 
out of St. Joseph. Instead, they tackled 
a train loaded with armed police and 
detectives, and train robbing received 
its second and blackest eye within a 
week. 


In the fight which followed, two of 


the robbers fell dead in their tracks, 
while three were captured, the sixth 
running away only to be taken later. 


The robbers threatened to blow up 


the car with dynamite. One of them 
said: "Open up here and be d 
' 


quick about it, or we will blow the car 
up with dynamite. Open up or we will 
kill you." 


They had two large sticks of dyna- 


mite, each wrapped m two or three 
copies of newspapers. 


Chief Broder and his men were con- 


cealed behind the safe and the empty 
boxes, and from this point he instruct- 
ed Callicotte, the bogus messenger, to 
open the door before the robbers had 
a chance to explode the stuff. 


The first man to enter the car wan 


Koliler, the leader. He was followed 
by Hugo Engel. Kohler stood for a 
8J&?le moment upon tlie threshold of 
tho car. 
He pointed two pistols at the 


bogus express messengei and with an 
oath ordered him to open the safe at 
once. Callicotto said he would, and ho 
slid behind the box. 


At this moment Sheriff Carson raised 


up his head to make an inspection. 
This movement might have been fatal 
had it not been for the quick work of 
Patrolman 
Roach, Kohler saw the 


sheriff's head and in an instant re- j 
alized that the "jig" was up. "Take 
this, 
you," he said, as he 


aimed both pistols at the bheriff's head. 
Before he had time to fire, in fact he 
had no sooner spoken, than Eoach fired 
his shotgun, driving two slugs into 
him, and he toppled back out of the 
car, his pistol discharging into the roof 
as he fell. 


Hugo Gleitze was half way into the

The special committee to whom was 


referred the question of annexing to the 
oity a certain section ot ground lying 
south of the P., D. t E. railway and be- 
tween Monroe street and the alley be- 
tween North Main and Water etreets, 
made their report. They found that the 
value ot all the property in favor of an- 
nexation was $119,822.50, the value ot

•72,812.50. 
The value of property 


necessary to annexation nnder the 
statute is JU4.123.75. The speoioj com- 
mittee tbtrefore thought legal annexa- 
tion was impossible and therefore recom- 
mended that the annexation matter be 
indefinitely postponed.

WINS BOOMB. 


Marshal Lthrnnn submitted a state- 


ment to the council on the question of 
wine rooms in Deoatnr saloons. The 
marshal's request is as follows: 


'I would recommend that there be an 


ordinance passed by your honorable 
body, prohibiting wine rooms being run 
in connection with saloons, as said wine 
rooms are a constant detriment and dan- 
ger to the young men of the city. Be- 
eide* they are places where quarrel* and 
fights are constantly occurring, also a 
gathering place for lewd women, all ot 
which make said wine rooms a public 
nuisance." 


Tbe recommendation was referred to 


the ordinance committee. 


An ordinance was read tor more new 


sidewalks, as follows: A 12-foot brick 
sidewalk on the west side ot North Broad- 


way, 
from Prairie street south to the al- 


ley; a 5-foot brick eidewalk on the east 
side of Jasper street, from Eldorado 
street south to Nortb; 5 foot brick side- 
walk in the west side of North Mercer 
street, from Green to King; a 3-foot 
plank walk on the east side of Sonth 
Broadway from Oantrell street to Oglesby 
street; for a 4-foot planu sidewalk on 
West Packard street, from Monroe to 
Pine.

sidewalks and crossings.

Jpaaking of tha matter to a friend since, 
ja aaid that in this move ha had bean 
both chloroformed and robbed. When 
asking to be readmitted to tbe conference

ready to go to any appointment thai 
might be open lo him, no matter wcat it 


that ha had no suggestions to 


make, as be never tried to make bis own 
appointment bat one*, which proved a 
great mistake, and he would never try to 
nuke another for himself. He bad in 
mind tha Obioago appointment. 


While Mr. Miller made a mistake in 


going to Chicago, there is nothing con- 
nected with it that reflects in the least 
degree upon his exalted character and 
sturdy manhood.

whom he was appointed to serve. 
He 


began hia work in this conference in tbe 
year 1871, and waa transferred to Bock 
Biver conference in 1893. Daring this 
period of 22 years he served but eight 
different charges, giving him an overage 
ot 2M years to eaoh i barge.
